VOELKER REFUTES FALSE

ING HEALTH RULES DOES 
NOT REST WHOLLY UPON 
SCHOOLS 


(By Mary G. McCormick, Sup- 
ervisor of Health Teaching, New 
York State Department of Educa- 
tion). 


Thousands of children through- 
out our country are returning to 
school this month, to take up tasks 
where they left off last Spring, 
or to begin the long and neces- 
sary school life that will give them 
the experiences which will pro- 
duce that true growth, mental and 
physical, which is the good of edu- 
cation. 

Since the foundation of the Re- 
public the neeessity and import- 
anee of public education has been 
realized. More recently we have 
begun to recogrizé that health is 
one of the cardinal objectives of 
education. Education without 
health is unsafe . Not only must 
the school child be protected from 
it] health which might result from 
confinement in school so many 
houra a day; he must also” be 
taught the lessons of health so 
that his body will grow stronger 
and ‘more resistant to disease as 
a result of his scheol experience. 

To farther aim, many  up-to- 
date school systents have depart- 
ments of physical and health in- 
stractfon, and virtuelly-every state 
educational system has a state su- 
pervisor of health edurcation to 
work with téachers. in watching 
over the health of school children. 

%& is important, of course, that 
the ‘schools undertake this work. 
Health teaching is'as much « part 
of the schoo¥s flexi as any other 
kind of teaching: But the respon- 
sibility does net rest wholly upon
